Peek Submits Recommenda- 
tions on Organization to 
Roosevelt. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 26.—(4)— 
George N. Peek, head of the tempo-

HERRIOT’S DEMAND 
UN DEBTS UNHEARD 


Former French Premier 
Again Urges His Coun- 
try Pay War Debt. 


PARIS, Dec. 26.—(4)}—The new 


blast of former Premier Edouard Her- 
riot in favor of payment by France 
of its war debts to the United States 
fell “like a pebble in the ocean,” a 
government spokesman said today. 

M. Herriot said he recognized “my 
opinion is unpopular,” and that the 
statement passed unnoticed. 

The former premier, whose cabinet 
was overthrown on the debt issue last 
year, asserted “we committed a grave 
mistake” in not recognizing the debts 
as Great Britain did. 

France on December 15 made its 
third default to the United States on 
$22,200,926 interest on the remaining 
$3,863,650.000 debt. At the same time, 
England made a token payment. 

In the event Premier Camille Chan- 
temps cabinet falls, political circles 
believe, M. Herriot will be a strong 
possibility to succeed him. In his 
statement on the issue, the former 
premier broke a long silence on the 
subject. 

“The position we have taken has 
isolated us,” he declared, urging his 
country to reflect “what might happen 
in the case of a European war.” 

“I am for as close contact as pos- 
sible with the United States of Amer- 
ica,” the statesman added. 

Following the .verthrow of his 
cabinet in December, 1932, M. Her- 
riot campaigned for debt payment, 
but with the present cabinet and the 
chamber of deputies apparently strong- 
ly opposed to action on the subject at 
this time, it was believed he would 
follow a waiting attitude.

SPIES WASHINGTON, Dec. 26.—Washington has its quota of 

foreign spies. It is little different from the rest of the 

world capitals. But you rarely hear anything on the subject here. 

The reason is that we have a different technique about handling 
such matters. 

Our agents rarely let the spies know they are even being sus- 
pected. The state department does not like the idea of making 
charges which only increase international suspicion and animosity. 
They know full well that if they raise an ado about one spy or- 
ganization and break it up, another will immediately take its place. 

So they generally let the spies go on with their work, keeping 
them under secret surveillance and tapping their methods of com- 
} munication. They also try to keep such situations from getting out. 
There is one such case which is very warm right now, 


OPEN BOOKS There is less for spies to do here than there 
is in the European capitals where secret war 


= 
preparations keep things humming. We have no secret fortifica- 
tions which are particularly important in our defense scheme. For 
that reason counterparts to the recent Paris case are extremely 
rare in this country. 

What foreign spies specialize on here are naval and army plans 
for airplanes, ships, guns and new weapons of war. 

But we are unusually open even about those subjects, in certain 
instances. 

There is a rule that airplane plants manufacturing for the army 
and navy must take steps to prevent outsiders from peeping. But, 
recently, when foreign attaches of a certain embassy here requested

The truth seems to be that the bonds would have to be sold 
at a sharp discount and treasury experts do not want that.

day. Motorists are warned to watch 
their radiators, and warnings were is- 
sued against exposed water pipes. 
Coast guardsmen in the New York 
area described the storm as “the worst 
in years.” Huge waves threatened to 
destroy anything afloat, and fisher- 
men were urged to remain at home. 


Northwest winds carried the snow- 
storms eastward from their birthplaces 
in the Pacific northwest, Montana, 
and the Canadian northwest. A bitter 
blizzard howled into Portland, Maine, 
at noon, and the New England states 
generally had tastes of real winter. 

The snow had abated and tempera- 
tures were rising from extreme lows 
in the Dakotas, Minnesota, Iowa, and 
neighboring states, but farmers still 
took precautions to protect live stock, 
and shippers were warned of continued 
below-zero weather probabilities. 

Snow slides in the mountains had 
tied up railroad branch lines in Mon- 
tana, with prospects that one of them, 
hetween St. Regis and Avery or St. 
Maries, would not be opened for 30 
days. Through trains from the Pacific 
coast, bearing belated Christmas trav- 
elers, arrived at Missoula. Mont., for 
the first time since Friday. 

Among sub-zero temperatures re- 
ported were 33 below at Mellen, Wis., 
26 below at Superior. Wis., 32 below 
at Eveleth, Minn., 22 below at Bis- 
marck, N. 10 below at Charles 
City, Iowa, 20 below at Winnipeg, 
Man., (Canada), 10 below at Duluth, 
Minn., 18 below at Sheridan, Wyo., 
and Havre, Mont. 

Northern Wisconsin and the upper 
Michigan peninsula counted its dead 
at 16, and Minnesota reported 10 
dead. Exposure to the cold was cause 
of many fatalities. 

Flood waters still endangered north- 
eastern Washington and _. northern 
Idaho. Los Angeles had a dense fog, 
with Pacific shipping tied up. At St. 
John’s, Newfoundland, four bodies 
drifted ashore from. the wreck of a 
schooner in a week-end storm. 

The snow was hailed as God-sent 
by unemployed in a dozen cities.

NEW YORK IS COVERED 

BY 10-INCH SNOW BLANKET 

NEW YORK, Dee. 26.—(@)—A 
stinging snowstorm covered New York 
with more than 10 inches of snow 
today, disrupted air, water and land 
traffic and gave jobs to more than 
10.000 unemployed men. 

Two ferry boats collided in the 
Hudson river and numerous traffic ac- 
cidents occurred in the blizzard. Tho 
storm was driven by a northeast wind 
und promised a bitter cold snap in 
its wake, 

Dr. James H. Secarr, government 
meteorologist, said the storm would 
taper off tonight and end tomorrow 
forenoon. 

The city hired 10.700 men to aug- 
ment its regular force of more than: 
10,000 street cleaners. It was a rec- 
ord snow-shovel army that toiled all 
day to keep open avenues of trans 
portation. 

Shipping virtually was paralyzed 
and city/traffic was impaired. Buses, 
surface‘cars and elevated trains were 
ted seriously. 

Air traffic was at a standstill. 

The snow started falling early to- 
day after a comparatively balmy 
Christmas Day. Within four hours, 
more than five inches had fallen and 
by mid-afternoon 10.7 inches had 
blanketed the city. There was a lull 
then, but the skies still were over- 
cast. The deepest fall last year was 
6.7 inches. 


SHARP TEMPERATURE DROP

It seems to be the great ambition 
of every player to hit a hooked ball. 

The main reason for such an aim, 
so far as I have been able to learn, 
is because : “The pros hit them that 
way.’ 

The pros hit a hooked ball because 
it affords more run and thereby bring 
greater distance. 

This advantage does not hold in the 
majority of cases. Most good players 
hook because they can’t do anything 
else—just as the ordinary player is 
unable to overcome his slice. 

The hooked ball is the more diffi- 
cult to control—very often ducking 
toward the ground in a much sbarper 
curve than any slice could describe. 

This ducking cuts off many yards 
of flight and the run is seldom in the 
right direction. 

The average player can allow for his 
slice, and, in time, hit a straight ball.

The proposed changes, most of ¢hem 

requested by a minority of the 400 
coaches in attendance at the apfinual 
convention, were: 
1. Permit forward passing } from 
any point behind the line of Scrim- 
mage. (Under the present rules, a 
forward passer must be at least five 
yards behind the line of scrimmage 
before firing his tosses). 

2. Move the goal posts back to the 
goal lines. (Present rules require 
the goal posts be 10 yards back of 
goal lines). 

3. Abolish the dead ball rule. (Pres- 
ent rules declare a ball automatically 
dead when any part of the ball car- 
rier’s body, except his hands and feet 
touch the ground). 

SIDELINE RULE. 

4. Increase the sideline rule from 
10 to 15 yards (under present rules 
when a ball goes out of bounds ex- 
cept on forward pass or kickoff, the 
ball is brought in 10 yards from the 
sidelines). 

0». Abolish the fumble rule. (Pres- 
ent rule declares a fumbled ball is 
automatically dead on point of re- 
covery). 

6. Adopt a new “windy day” rule 
whereby a team in possession of the 
ball within its own 20-yard line on‘ 
windy days can surrender the ball 25 
yards nearer its opponent’s goal with- 
out kicking. Coaches of both teams 
would have to agree to use of the rule 
rule before the game started on ex- 
ceptionally windy days, 

7. Modify the forward pass rule 
whereby only incomplete passes on 
the fourth down into the end zone 
shall be ruled as touchbacks; incom- 
plete passes on first, second, and 
third downs shall be counted only 
as downs. (Under. present’ rules 
whenever any pass is incomplete over 
the opponent’s end zone, a touchback 
results and the opposing team gains 
possession of the ball on its own 20- 
yard line). ' 

SUGGESTIONS. 

The suggestions will be forwarded 
to the national rules committee, which 
meets in February. Coach Harry 
Kipke, of Michigan, chairman of the 
coaches’ rules committee, said the 
proposed changes were “merely sug- 
gestions or recommendations.” 

“The majority of football coaches 
seem to be in favor of letting the 
rules stand as they are,” Kipke said, 
“But there are some progressive sug- 
gestions contined in the seven that 
merit deep considerations. But after 
all, it’s up to'the national rules com- 
mittee entirely. 

“We realize that many close games 
were played last fall, but the coaches 
and fans should understand that the 
demand for contests between more 
closely matched teams was the un- 
derlying cause. Too, the defense has 
developed faster than the offense.” 

A canvass of the coaches failed to 
reveal one that would predict suc- 
cess for all seven suggestions when 
the national rules committee studies 
and acts on them. The consensus was 
that the proposals to abolish the 
“dead ball” and fumble rules and to 
modify the forward pass rule on 
touchbacks had the best chance. 

SOME DO, SOME DON’T. 

Gil Dobie, the solemn man from 
Cornell, thought the suggestion to 
help teams keep away from too many 
touchbacks was a good one, but he 
turned thumbs down on the others. 
Coach “Doc” Spears, of Wisconsin, 
however, said such a suggestion was 
“silly.” It was that way all down the 
line. Not one agreed on all seven sug- 
gestions, ; 

Major John L. Griffith, 
athletic commissioner and president 
of the National Collegiate Athletic 
Association, said he didn’t look for 
any radical changes in the rules for 
1934. He said he did think the pass- 
ing-touchback suggestion had a good 
chance of making the-new rule book. 


The report on the survey of foot- 
ball accidents and deaths last_,sea- 
son, made by Floyd R. Eastwood, of 
New York University, for a coaches’ 
committee headed by Dr. Marvin ‘A. 
(Mal) Stevens, former head coach at 
Yale, indicated that more than one- 
fourth of the injuries might have 
been avoided. 

A big share of the serious mishaps 
and 27.8 per cent of the total could 
have been avoided by “adequate lead- 
ership’+~closer attention to coaching, 
playing*fields and players’ condition. 
The preventable injuries listed by 
Eastwood were divided as follows: 
Inadequate coaching and poor play- 
ing fields, 17.7 per cent: fatigue. 
carelessness, ete., 4.9 per cent, and 
physical condition, 5.2 per cent. 

Of the 37 deaths reported, only 
28 were directly attributed to foot- 
ball injuries. Twelve were the result 
of sandlot games, two in amateur 
play, 12 in high school football and 
two in college. The report was com- 
piled with the co-operation of 117 
institutions in 38 states with 7,084 
players.

Animal Husbandry Research 
Station Planned at Wat- 
son Springs. 


ATHENS, Ga., Dec. 26.—(P)—A 
600-acre tract of Watson Springs. 20 
miles from Athens. has been given to 
the University of. Georgia by Colonel 

. D. Watson, proprietor of the 
springs. it was announced here today.

Signature of John Quincy Adams 
Uncovered by Georgian’s Request 


SAVANNAH, Ga., Dec. 26.—(4)— 
A request by H. Key Smith, of 
Washington, grandson of Francis 
Scott Key, author of “The Star- 


Spangled Banner,” for information 
concerning a suit originating in federai 
court here which his grandfather ar- 
cued “before the supreme court has 
led to discovery of an original signa- 
ture of John Quincy Adams. 

Mr. Smith recently wrote for facts 
about the suit which was brought in 
1820 by the king of Spain to recover 
280 negro slaves which apparently 
were seized on the high seas by 
Americans. 

The signature of Adams, as secre- 
tary of state, was found on a paper 
certifying that one Don Carlos Mul- 
very was consul of the king of Spain 
at Savannah. Scott A. Edwards, clerk 
of the United States district court, 


said he believed the paper gave the 


consul authority to bring his suit into 
the United States court. . 

The suit names the slaves as de- 
fendants and sought their recovery for 
either their Spanish owners or the 
king himself. The petition stated a 
Spanish ship known as The Antelope 
or the General Ramirez was engaged 
in bringing slaves from Africa to 
Cuba, when the Columbia, a vessel 
from Baltimore, charged The Ante- 
lope on the high seas off the coast of 
Africa and captured the 280 “negroes 
or persons of color.” 

Approaching South America with 
its “loot” the ship foundered off 
the coast of Brazil. The United States 
revenue cutter Dallas captured the 
cargo of slaves and evidently brought 
them into Savannah. Edwards has 
just begun the difficult task of read- 
ing the legal papers, yellowed with 


age, and has not yet learned the out-.

Here’s How Individuals May Obtain 
U.S.Aid in Buying Electrical Goods 


KNOXVILLE, Tenn., Dec. 26.—(/) 
How the average person may avail 
himself of cheap electrical appliances 
through the newly created electric 
home and farm authority was ex- 
plained today by David E. Lillienthal, 
a director of the Tennessee Valley 
Authority. 

The $1,000,000 government corpora- 
tion was organized to finance and 
stimulate the sale of electrical appli- 
ances to power users in the home and 
on the farms. 

Mr. Lilienthal gave the following 
example as to how the EHFA plan 
is expected to work : 

“Mrs. Jones,” he said, “will go to 
an existing dealer in electrical appli- 
ances in her home town and select a 
model of one of four types of electric 
equipment — refrigerator, electric 
range, electric water heater and a 
typical piece of farm equipment, such 
as portable motor or water pump. 

“She will sign appropriate papers 
and the dealer, after her credit has 
been passed on, will transmit these 
papers to the electric home and farm 
authority, which will pay the dealer 
in cash and the degler’s responsibility, 
except as to contingent credit losses, 


will be through. Delivery will then be | 


made to Mrs. Jones. 


“In order for the plan to be open 
to the dealer and to Mrs. Jones, it 
will be necessary that the local elec- 


tric company shall have submitted 
rates to the EHFA which meet that 
agency’s approval as being low enough 
to make the use of such appliances 
feasible for people of small incomes. 


“Each month the local electric com- 
pany will add to Mrs. Jones’ bill for 
electric energy an item which in four 
years will amortize the total commit- 
ment for appliances together with in- 
terest. These collections the electric 
company will remit to the electric 
home and farm authority. 

“The capital of the EHFA consists 
of $1,000,000 capital stock held for 
the United States by the three mem- 
bers of the board of the Tennessee 
Valley Authority and $10,000,000 of 
credit extended by the RFC.” 

Mr. Lilienthal, who worked out the 
plan, explained that the TVA direc- 
tors will operate the new corporation, 
which is to be chartered in Delaware. 

“We are considering,” Mr. Lilien- 
thal said. “That will depend how fa- 
vorable conditions are as to office 
space, transportation and communica- 
rome We plan a trip there in a few 
days.

COUNSEL 


DEAR MISS CHATFIELD: 


For many years the doctors en- 
couraged me to believe that I would 
not always be a helpless cripple but 
now since I am twenty-three years 
old I know that I will spend the rest 
of my life in bed or in a wheel chair. 
I get terribly depressed sometimes, 
particularly in the season when foot- 
ball is in the air and the boys of my 
age are leading active lives, rushing 
about from one game to the other. I 
belong to an organization for sbut-ins 
and try to keep a bright outlook on 
life but the days and the nights can 
be awfully long when you can’t move 
without help and when you hate to 
be always disturbing someone to wait 
on you. I thought you might cheer me 
up a little, so I am writing this letter 
in the hope that the answer will be 
read by others as well as me. 


CRIPPLED. 


ANSWER: 

My dear boy, nothing so humbles 
a healthy person as to come in con- 
tact with a cripple who is struggling 
to keep up his spirits in the face 
of insuperable ds. The healthy 
person is torn between admiration 
for the cripple and shame at his 
own cowardice in complaining of 
anything life hands him. Nothing 
can quite compensate a man for 
useless legs and an inactive body. 
He must always be reminded by the 
sight and sound of active people 
that he is stilled. And yet so great 
is the power of the mind that he 
is able, if thoughtful, to adjust him- 
self to the inevitable and to find 
employment for his powers in a 
world that he creates for himself. 


Even healthy people get depressed, 
their advantage being that they can 
get out and shake off depression, while 
the cripple must sit or lie with his 
“blues” until they take leave of him. 
In the end it comes to the same 
thing: normal reactions return in 
time. Perhaps a recent experience with 
a cripple who had evidently used his 
leisure to cultivate his mind and to 
broaden his interests will entertain 
you, perhaps it will stimulate you to 
follow his example. The other day I 
went to Carnegie Hall to hear the 
Philharmonic Symphony Society play 
a Mozart concerto with a distinguished 
violinist as assisting artist. Next to 
me sat a boy of about 20 who kept 
his eyes closed during the first move- 
ment of the piece. As he opened his 
eyes and shifted to another position 
there was a sound of creaking leather 
and glancing down at the floor I no- 
ticed that his legs were in steel braces. 


He moved with great difficulty and 
evident pain. 


When the concerto was finished 
a murmur of voices and laughter 
pervaded the hall. There was a rush 
for the exits and the crowd pushed 
gaily through doors. The —— 
boy sat very still, then pulled out 
an eight ounce bottle of medicine, 
turned it up to his lips and downed 
the fluid. out this time a sweet- 
voiced woman leaned over the back 
of his seat and asked, “Fred, what 
did you think of the concerto?” 
Keeping his eyes straight in front 
of him (his neck was braced) he 
replied: “It was a disappointment 
to me; technically correct, of course, 
but the violinist maintained too 
even a line. There was not enough 
contrast between the Allegro and 
the Andante; I kept expecting him 
to soar and he never did. I wanted 
to go up and come down with him 
but he kept my feet on the nd.” 
His questioner agreed with him and 
moved on. 


Presently the crippled boy pulled 
a Reader’s Digest out of his pocket 
and read until the orchestra resumed 
its playing. At the end of the pro- 
gram two ushers and a friend put him 
into an invalid’s chair and rolled him* 
away.-He was whistling. 

Here is the answer to the cripple’s 
question as to how he may make his 
still life active, “how he may find and 
enjoy some measure of compensation 
for the cross which he finds so heavy 
to bear—in the cultivation of inter- 
ests that occupy his mind and unlift 
his spirit. He has forced upon him 
what the hard-run, healthy man 
dreams of and works to achieve— 
leisure. He may _ spend it brooding 
over his handicap or in carving out 
a new life. 


Now it is true that only people 
who live in large cities can make 
a habit of attending symphony 
concerts and so familiarize them- 
selves with good music that they 
ean offer intelligent criticism of 
distinguished musicians. However, 
in these days the radio brings to 
the bedside the highest type of mu- 
sic, annotated, criticized as well as 
performed. Music is just one of 
many fields of interest. Books, mag- 
azines, newspapers are fountains of 
knowledge and culture that never 
cease to flow.

Jap Diet Convened (CAROLINA PASTOR, |

TOKYO, Dec. 26.—(#)—With its

vance—among. them the expected ap-

fense appropriations in Japan’s his- 
tory—the sixty-fifth session of the 
imperial diet was opened by Emperor 
Hirohito amid colorful ceremonies to- 
day. 

The cabinet, dominated by General 
Sadao Araki and Admiral Mineo 
Asumi, ministers of war and navy. 
respectively, virtually has completed 
a legislative program calling, among 
other things, for army and navy ap- 
propriations amounting to 938,000,000 
ven (about $281,400,000, the yen be- 
ing quoted at 30 cents) in the fiseal 
year beginning April 1, 1934. This 
sum is 44 per cent of the total budget 
of 2,112,000,000 yen. 

Under the cabinet’s program, 
which parliament is expected to do 
little more than give  rubber-stamp 
approval, the army will receive 450.- 
000,000 yvyen—the largest peace-time 
appropriation for land forees, and 
the navy 488,000,000. The navy’s al- 
lotment is only 11,000,000 yen short
